This King wrote to the Pope, and by his Letter falu- 
ted Amebriſ#t with the Title of, Sandifime Pater, Wot 
Holy Father, - He procured the- Pope's De/penſarion' for his 
Marriage, which was folemnized by Proxy, according to 
the Ceremonies of the Romiſh Church, fl : 

Purſuant. to his Privare Articles with France, he in- 
ſtantly granted a Special Pardon to twenty Popiſh Priefts, 
of all Offences againſt the Laws; and he built a Chappel 
at Sommerſer-Hoeuſe , with Conveniencies for Friers, who 
were permitted 16 walk abroad jn their Habits, 

The Lords and Commons percieving the Proteſt ant Reli- 
gion to be undermined, 'and all things apparently tending 
to an Innovation and Charge of Religion in the Kingdom ; 
They preſented to the King a Perition for advancing true 
Religion, and for ſuppreſſing Popery': He by his Avfwer aſlu- 
red them of performance 3 yet, the wery next day after 
that promiſe made, He alliumed to himſelf a Power to «ſ- 
penſe with the Laws of the Twenty firſt and Twenty ſe- 
venth of Queen Elizabeth, and of the third of King 
Famer; in granting Pardons to Baker a Feſwte, and ma- 
ny -other Papiſts, which paſſed by 4mmediats Warrant 
and were recommended þy the Lord Conway, Secretary of 
State, without the. Payment of the Ordinary Fees. 

The Secretary being called to anſwer this in Parlia- 
ment, "uy boldly ſaid, that be never hated the Popiſh Re- 
ligion ; -That the King commanded the grantivg the Par- 
dons, and that no Fees ſhould be taken, 

This King, es well as yours, made Papifts Lords Lieu- 
renants, anmens JuFtices of the Peace, &c. As

to his bands. To this the Lord Keeper added, that if 
the King found the readineſs of their Supplies, he mighr 
the better forbear the Uſe of his Prerogative : That the 
King choſe that way of Parliament, not as the only way, 
but as the fitteſt: , Not as deſtitute of others, but as 
moſt agreeable: to his Diſpoſition. 

Thus (Sir ) have I (as promiſed) run throogh the 
firſt four Years of this Xing, and ſhew'd you how our 
Liberties and Properties. were invaded: How our Religion 
and Government were undermined: How an Army was rai-

Miſerable and Calamitous State, under which he laid vs, 
as you muſt conclude, when you remember how ( after the 
Diſſolution of his third. Parliament) he betook himſelf to 
New Counſels, and exerted his Soverezgn Abſolute Power, 
and how deſpotically he uſed and exerciſed them.
